ANOTHER CASE OF SMALL POX. 


Smallpox has broken out. in this city 

again and the health officials fear that 
more cases may develop from the pres- 
ent one because of the fact that the 
yietim has been for three days ina 
condition to communicate the disease 
to persons with whom he came in con- 
tact. a { 
The victim is Alfred Benoit, a loom- 
fixer employed at the Atlantic mills. 
‘He had been in the city only two weeks 
having come here from Anthony, R. IL, 
a small town near Providence. One 
week ago he was taken sick, complain- 
ing.of a sévere pain in the head. He 
worked until a few days’ ago and final- 
ly he decided to consult a physician, 
as he was growing worse rather than 
better. He called Dr. Petit Monday, 
and that physician immediately sus- 
pected that he Benvit ‘was. dll with 
small pox. He notified Chairman Bour- 
get of the. board of health and later 
Agent Smith and Dr. ‘Magee were no- 
tified. All of the officials were satisfied 
that the disease was small pox, but to 
make sure Dr. Morse of the state board 
of health was summoned. He came 
Tuesday morning and at once _ pro- 
nounced the disease a well defined case 
of small pox. 

Fifteen persons reside in the house 
at 22 Franklin. street where Benoit 
boarded and all have ‘been vaccinated. 
They will not be quarantined, but the 
house was thoroughly fumigated today 
and all who reside there will be 
watched for the slightest symptoms of 
the diseasé. Benoit worked in No, 1 
weave room at the Atlantic mill. The 
employes*of that mill have been prettv 
generaly vaccinated and it is hoped 
that there will be no spread of the 
disease in the mill. , 

The officials have not yet learned how 
Benoit contracted the disease. He says 
that there were no cases that he knew 
of in Anthony and that he had not been 
away. His family reside in Webster 
and there are several cases there but 
he. says that. he has. not visited his 
family nor received letters from them, 
as he js living-apart from his wife. 

So far as can be learned Benoit was 
never vaccinated. He was _ born in 
Massachusetts, but has no settlement In 
Lawrence, consequently the expense of 
earing for him will have to be borne by 
‘the state and not by this city. 


Thankagiving Sermon, 


There are three great festivals. which 
are prominently marked on our nation- 
al calendar—the Fourth of July, which 
eommemorates~-our~ deliverance from 
foreign tyranny; Christmas, which re- 
veals Christianity as the crowning gloiy 
of our civilization, and Thanksgiving, 
which recognizes Almighty God ag the 
Divine Benefactor, from whom all 
blessing flow, and which expresses our 
gratitude to the perpetual Giver of all 
good and perfect gifts. a 

The first recorded Thanksgiving was 
the Hebrew feast of the. tabernacles, 
when the children of Israel, gathered in 
the autumn, after the harvests were 
garnered, and built leafy tabernacles of 
Olive, pine, myrtle-and palm branches, 
and in the open air, rendered sacrificial 
thanksgiving unto the God who had de- 
livered them from Egypt, and the wil- 
derness, and established them in the 
land flowing with milk and honey. 

The_first-national English Thanks- 
giving was on September 8, 1588, for 
the defeat of the Spanish Armada. 
There were but two English Thanks- 
givings in the last century. One was 
on February 27, 1872, for the recovery 
of the Prince of Wales from illness; 
the other June, 1887, for the Queen's 
jubilee. The New .England-Thanks- 
giving dates from 1632, when the Mass- 
achusetts Bay Colony set apart a day 
for Thanksgiving. It is from our Pu- 
ritan forefathers that we inherit this 
American festival. Nowhere hag it 
taken such a deep root as in New Hng- 
land, and nowhere has it ever been 
observed as in the eastern part of our 
country, outshining even Christmas un- 
til recent years. In the time before the 
celebration of Christmas became com- 
mon in this country, Thanksgiving was 
the red-letter day of the year, includ- 
ing both gratitude for temporal. bless- 
ings. and also the spiritual significance 
of Christmas. There are men and wo- 
men still living who can remember 
when Christmas was not generally rec- 
ognized throughout the country, except 
by Roman Catholics, who first institut- 
ed Christmas. In the early history of 
our country the Puritans formally for- 
bid the observance of Christmas be- 
cause it was Romish, being Christ's 
Mass in that church, and hence the 
name-ofth  .esaty Christmas. 
Thanksgiving Was the greuter “day in 
the estimation of the. people. and it is 
distinctively the Protestant day of the 
two. to spi 

The first national Thanksgiving proc- 
lamations-were by Congress during the 
Revolutionary war. The first great 
American Thanksgiving day was in 
1784, for the declaration of peace. 
There was one more national Thanks- 
ving in 1789, and no other till 1853, 


anks ng proclamation set- 
ting forth a special day for the pur- 
pose. Since that time the President 
has, issued an annual proclamation: 
Both Christmas and Thanksgiving have 
become established institutions 
throughout our nation. We have out- 


ritans that the observance of, Christ- 
mas is baneful, simply because it has 
been preserved and perpetuated for 
centuries by Roman Catholicism. We 
have learned to, accept {t and many 
réther things for the intrinsic worth ex- 
pressed therein. a 

Both these festivals are festivals of 
gratitude. On Thanksgiving we ren- 
der gratitude and praise to God for all 


and on Christmas_in the giving of gifts 
| we express our. appreciation and. grat- 
itude to opr fellow men thinking of 
Christ the Gift of God to us, and of 
Christ's own-self-sacrifice in His life 
so full of gentle ministries, and in His 
death whereby the reconciliation — vf 
man to God was effected. 

Both these festivals are needed jn 
these strenuous times for the rest ard 
mediation of mankind. We apply our- 
selves too much to thé arduous physi- 
cal and commercial duties of life. We 
give too little time,to the spirit, the 
soul, the inner life of devotion. More 
than any of us realize, do we need the 
days which commemorate great events 
which represent great principles and 
essential elements in human charac- 
ter and destiny, that we may think on 
these days of these principles and lil- 
erties which aré our salvation today as 
a nation and as a church, that they may 
be our salvation as individuals in this 
present time, and through us, the sal- 
vation of. our children, and of the

try. A nation’s strength is manifested 
in the use made of ‘her resources, 
whether they be great or small. There- 
fore, a strong moral purpose, and dis-

The Church Census. 


Sunday afternoon there was a 
largely-attended-meeting-of-those who 
took part in the recent church census 
taking at. the Lawrence Street church, 
and the result of the census was dn- 
nounced to the congregation. 

Rev. W. E. Wolcott-opened the meet- 
ing and congratulated the visitors on 
their success. ‘Rey. F.. H. Page was 
introduced as presiding officer.” Prayer 
was offered by Rev, G. F. Green and 
the report of the census was submitted 
by Charles F. Gegenheimer. Addresses 
were made by Rev. F. H. Rogers, 
William Wood, F. M. Vietor, Rev. W. 
J. Twort, W P. Nutting and Rev. F. H. 
Page. Prayer was offered by Rev. C. 
P. Marshall. The meeting closed with 
the singing of ‘“‘Blessed be the tie that 
binds.’’ 

The cards which were filled out dur- 
ing the house to house visitation were 
given to representatives -_of different 
churches. The cards containin~ sta- 
tistics about Catholic families will be 
given to the Augustinian Fathers. 

Owing to the absence. from the city 
of Secretary Frank Farr, the secre- 
tary’s report was presented by Mr. 
Gegenheimer. In introducing the 
latter, the Rev. Mr. Page-took occasion 
to speak of the great help..and_inspir- 
ation which Secretary Farr had been 
to the committee and to all concerned 
in the movement. 

The report of the census as read by 
Mr. Gegenheimer was as follows: 
“Mr. President and Fellow Workers: 

At a meeting held in Trinity church 
several weeks'ago to consider the ad- 
visability of taking up the work of a 
house to house Visitation in Lawrence, 
the pastor of this church urged as one 
of the advantages of such a movement 
that it would give the caurch members 
of the city something definite to do.’ 
We have this afternoon in these cards 
the evidence that something has been 
done, , 

In submitting this report which. is 
intended to give to the public the sta- 
tistical results of our labor, it will not 
be out of place for m to review, briefly 
the plan of organization that has been 
utilized to carry forward this work. 
Starting with 
School Superintendents’ association 
and passing on to the Lawrence -Minis- 
terial association, the details have 
}been worked out by-an executive com-=- 
mittee consisting of Rev. F. H. Page 
as chairman and-Mr, Frank Farr, &ec- 
retary, and one man from each ward of 
the city. It was evident that the city 
should be divided into districts, and the 
political wards offered the most natural 
division for that purpose. Six ward 
superintendents were chosen and added 
to the original committee. As the work 


to still .further sub-divide the work, 
and the lines of the voting precincts 
were followed and 16 precinct supervi- 
sors appointed to act in conjunction 
with the ward superintendents. Thesc 
precincts were still further divided into 
313 sctions, and to each section was 
alloted -one—or.-mere -visitors, 
over five hundred visitors volunteered 
for the work and into their hands was 
placed the work of visiting, so -far 
as possible, every house in Lawrence 
on-the afternoon of Nov. 15, Fifteen 
volunteer’interpreters assisted them in 
their- work besides many other inter- 
| preters who were picked up on the 
field as occasion required. Some idea 
of the difficulties encountered will be 
realized when I state that 12 languages 
are spoken in the homes of Lawrence, 
viz: English, French, German, Polsh, 


)Riissfan, “Lithuanian; Swedish, Portu- 


guese Italian Greek, Syrian, Armenian 
and Yiddish, besides several dialects so 
distinct as-to almost amount to a dif- 
ferent language. Surely Lawrence is 
a cosmopolitan city. nea 
Twenty-four Protestant churches 
united in this work, It would not be 
justice to our Catholic friends not to 
mention the assistance they rendered 
in making the returns as complete as 
they are.
